Headmaster  Search  Update 

Beginning  in  July  the  Search  Com- 
mittee began  the  formal  process  of 
seeking  the  most  highly  qualified  per- 
son to  assume  leadership  of  Governor 
Dummer  Academy. 

Faculty,  alumni,  trustees,  students, 
and  parents  were  surveyed  by  the 
Search  Committee  to  develop  criteria 
for  the  new  Headmaster.  A  specialist 
consultant  firm,  Carl  Andrews 
Associates,  was  hired  to  assist  in  the 
search  after  interviews  with  four  firms 
which  offer  such  services  to  private 
schools.  During  September  the  educa- 
tional community  was  made  aware  of 
the  GDA  search. 

To  date  we  have  received  more  than 
seventy  applications,  of  whom  ten  can- 
didates have  been  interviewed  by  the 
committee.  From  this  group  will  be 
selected  a  smaller  group  of  semi- 
finalists.  Then  will  follow  visits  to 
GDA,  further  research  on  the  can- 
didates' backgrounds,  additional  inter- 
views with  the  Committee,  and  visits 
to  the  campuses  of  the  finalists  by 
members  of  the  Committee.  The  Com- 
mittee hopes  to  bring  its  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
February .

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Annual  Fund  Continues  Record  Pace 

The  1982-83  Annual  Fund  is  on  its 
way  to  another  record-breaking  year. 
With  a  $250,000  goal,  already  the 
generosity  of  alumni,  parents  and 
friends  of  the  Academy  is  being  felt.  As 
the  pace  picks  up,  the  campaign  stands 
as  of  the  year  end  at  $174,062,  $5,745 
ahead  of  last  year.  Also  encouraging,  is 
the  number  of  gifts  received  —  1,283, 
compared  to  1,172  last  year. 

"We  look  forward  to  another  great 
year,"  says  Alumni  Fund  chairman 
Tim  Greene  '50.  "So  far,  more  alumni 
are  giving  this  year  than  last  -  a  broad 
base  of  support  vital  to  this  year's  and 
future  successes." 

"Just  look  at  our  numbers,"  observes 
Greene.  "Over  the  past  five  years  par- 
ticipation has  risen  10%  and  dollars 
80% .  For  the  health  and  strength  of  the 
Academy,  we  hope  many  more  alumni 
who  have  thought  about  giving,  but 
just  haven't,  will  be  moved  this  year  to 
write  a  check  and  send  it  along.  Our 
level  of  giving  and  participation  must 
increase  if  we  are  to  remain  com- 
petitive, attract  high  quality  students 
and  continue  to  excel  in  our  offerings." 

"Last  year  41%  of  GDA's  alumni 
contributed  to  the  Alumni  Fund.  We're 
shooting  for  45%  this  year.  Last  year 
the  highest  level  of  participation  for  a 
class  was  83%  (Class  of  '37)  and  the 
lowest  level  of  participation  for  a  class 
was  18%."  Greene  cites  these  statistics 
in  the  hope  of  spurring  additional  gifts. 


Parents  Fund  Moves  Ahead 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dan 
Daley,  P'84  '85,  and  the  Parents  Com- 
mittee, the  Parents  Fund  continues  to 
move  ahead  after  a  strong  start  this 
fall.  With  a  goal  of  $58,000  from  the 
Classes  of  '84,  '85  and  '86  and  the 
ultimate  of  100%  participation,  the 
group's  organizational  efforts  are  pay- 
ing off. 

As  of  December  31,  the  fund  is 
reaching  new  highs  with  a  total  of 
$47,541  and  already  188  of  the  parents 
have  contributed. 

Parent  giving  over  the  past  three 
years  has  increased  by  203%  (that's  not 
a  misprint!)  under  the  able  leadership 
of  hard-working  and  dedicated  parents 
and  a  truly  generous  and  supportive 
parent  body. 


Senior  Parents  Fund 
Underway 

Detailed  renderings  of  the 
new  Edgar  Kaiser  Art 
Center  were  presented  to 
parents  attending  the  senior 
parents  dinner  held  in 
November,  which  officially 
launched  the  drive  to  help 
complete  funding  for  the 
new  facility.  Chaired  by 
Fred  and  Sandy  Adams  P'83 
'84  the  new  Senior  Parents 
Fund  is  now  independent  of 
the  Parents  Fund  for 
parents  of  undergraduates. 

"A  successful  fund  drive  will  enable 
the  Senior  Class  parents  to  leave  a  gift 
to  the  Academy  that  will  be  a  perma- 
nent and  visible  symbol  of  apprecia- 
tion for  the  educational  experience  that 
Governor  Dummer  has  provided  our 
children,"  says  Mr.  Adams. 

Many  schools  have  separate  senior 
parent  fund  drives.  Because  of  the 
growing  success  of  the  overall  parents 
fund,  the  trustees  at  Mr.  Adams's  re- 
quest unanimously  and  enthusiastic- 
ally endorse  his  proposal  that  the 
senior  parents  gifts  be  designated  for  a 
project  of  their  choice.  They  have 
chosen  to  give  their  money  towards  the 
new  Art  Center. 

Foreign  Affairs  Speaker 

"Real  possibilities  for  lasting  peace  in 
the  Middle  East"  was  the  theme  of  Dr. 
Bernard  Avishai  during  a  recent 
foreign  affairs  program  at  Governor 
Dummer.  Author  of  the  forthcoming 
book  The  Tragedy  of  Zionism,  Dr. 
Avishai  presented  a  lively  historical 
perspective  of  Arab-Israeli  relations  in 
the  region  as  well  as  his  thoughts  about 
long-term  solutions  to  the  issues. 

Dr.  Avishai  was  brought  to  GDA 
and  introduced  by  Jonathan  Auerbach 
'74.  Jon,  a  scholar  of  Middle  East  rela-

tions,  is  a  graduate  of  Fletcher  School 
of  Law  and  Diplomacy  at  Tufts. 

Professor  Avishai  of  MIT  spoke 
thoughtfully  of  the  mounting 
diplomatic  and  military  pressures  to 
achieve  lasting  peace  against  the  back- 
drop of  the  Beirut  terror.  In  a  question 
and  answer  period  students  received 
Dr.  Avishai 's  views  about  Reagan 
policy  and  the  role  of  the  press. 

Dr.  Avisai  launched  a  year-long  ex- 
amination of  the  Middle  East  in  the 
Academy,  which  will  be  followed  by 
specialized  films,  debates,  and  course 
materials.  This  program  for  the  entire 
student  body  is  funded  by  a  grant  from 
the  Civic  Service  Foundation, 
established  by  the  parents  of  David 
Long  '74. 

Phonathons 

The  fall  phonathons  were  especially 
successful  in  bringing  many  alumni 
back  in  touch  with  the  Academy  and  in 
surpassing  last  year's  totals. 

During  ten  nights  of  phoning  in 
Boston,  New  York  and  Byfield,  54 
alumni  and  13  students  received 
pledges  totaling  nearly  $35,000.  The 
Academy  greatly  appreciates  the  sup- 
port of  so  many  dedicated  alumni.

Wang's  Generosity  Supports  GDA 


Governor  Dummer  Academy  over 
the  past  several  years  has  been  par- 
ticularly fortunate  to  receive  substan- 
tial support  from  the  Wang  family, 
both  financial  gifts  and  gifts  of 
computer  hardware. 

It  began  in  1970  when  Dr.  &  Mrs. 
Wang  were  looking  at  schools  for  their 
son  Courtney.  They  explored  GDA  at 
the  urging  of  Dr.  Wang's  colleague  and 
friend  Charles  E.  Goodhue,  III,  a 
graduate  (Class  of  '43)  and  GDA 
trustee  (1966-1975).  Courtney,  indeed, 
enrolled  and  graduated  in  the  Class  of 
'74.  Dr.  Wang  served  as  a  trustee  from 
1972-1974. 

In  the  summer  of  1975,  Courtney 
called  Dick  Leavitt,  Director  of 
Studies,  saying  that  they  wanted  to 
donate  some  computer  equipment  for 
use  in  the  curriculum,  asking  that  he 
put  together  a  list  of  needs.  In  consulta- 
tion with  others  Dick  did  write  a  pro- 
posal, listing  equipment  which  would 
get  a  basic  computer  education  course 
going.  Courtney  came  back  and  said 
something  to  the  effect .  .  .  "Where's  the 
rest  of  the  list!?"  What  followed  was  a 
gift  of  a  Wang  Laboratories  cpu  and 
disk  drive,  terminal  and  printer  and  a 
small  stand-alone  terminal  with  dual 
floppy  disk  drives.  Overnight,   GDA 


went  from  having  no  computer  equip- 
ment to  a  modern  system  for  student 
use.  The  next  year,  the  alumni  office 
began  to  share  time  (nights)  with  the 
students  for  name,  address  and  data 
storage. 

Over  a  period  of  three  to  four  years 
the  system  met  the  needs  of  the 
Academy,  but  as  the  curriculum  con- 
tinued to  develop  along  with  greater 
requirements  in  the  alumni  and 
development  office  and  other  ad- 
ministrative departments,  the  need  for 
a  larger  capacity  became  obvious. 

Last  summer,  Dr.  Wang  responded 
to  our  request  for  a  larger  system  for 
administrative  uses  by  essentially 
donating  a  2200  MVP-256k  with  a 
90-meg  Phoenix  disk  drive,  six  ter- 
minals, two  line  printers  and  two 
daisy -wheel  printers.  Ten  times  faster, 
this  equipment  will  process  in  twenty 
minutes  what  before  took  four  hours. 

The  earlier  Wang  system  with  three 
work  stations  is  used  solely  by 
students,  yet  we  know  we  must  be  able 
to  resond  to  their  pressing  need  by 
developing  eight  to  ten  more  work 
stations  (micros)  in  the  immediate 
future. 

Governor  Dummer  is,  indeed, 
grateful  to  the  Wang  family. 


Alumni  Association  By-Laws  Change 
Proposed 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  Alumni 
Association  is  proposing  an  amend- 
ment in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association 
which  would  change  the  way  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  are 
elected. 

Currently  members  are  nominated 
by  the  Nominating  Committee,  which 
is  appointed  by  the  president  (Sam 
Wakeman  '61),  and  elected  by  the 
Committee  at  their  meeting  which 
precedes  the  general  alumni  meeting  on 
Reunion  Day.  Members  are  elected  for 
a  five-year  term.  The  By-Laws  allow 
between  nine  and  thirty-five  members 
to  serve  on  the  Committee;  currently 
there  are  18  members. 

The  proposed  change  would  call  for 
members  to  be  elected  by  ballot  which 
would  be  circulated  to  alumni  via  the 
Archon  published  in  April.  A  simple 
majority  vote  would  win.  Write-in 
candidates  would  be  counted. 
However,  to  assure  an  orderly  process, 
the  Nominating  Committee  would 
solicit  the  names  of  alumni  who  might 
be  interested  and  willing  to  serve  on 
the  Executive  Committee,  beginning  in 
January,  again  via  the  Archon.  They 
would  then  contact  recommended 
alumni  to  determine  their  willingness. 

The  reason  for  the  change  is  simply 
to  give  all  graduates  the  opportunity  to 
recommend  and  vote  for  alumni  to 
serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  change,  if  adopted  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  would  go  into 
effect  in  '83/'84.  Your  queries,  com- 
ments and  suggestions  are  solicited  and 
may  be  directed  to:

For  review  by  alumni  we  are  reprint- 
ing Articles  I  and  IV  of  the  By-Laws 
stating  the  purposes  and  goals  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  The  Executive 
Committee. 
Article  I.  Purposes  of  the  Association 

As  the  organization  of  the  Alumni  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy,  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Association  shall  be  to: 

1.  Strengthen  alumni  support  of  the 

Academy  and  increase  the  alumni 

contribution    to    its    progress    and 

development; 


2.  Express  alumni  views  in  Academy 
policies,  plans  and  affairs; 

3.  Develop  ties  of  fellowship  and 
sociality  amongst  the  alumni. 

Article  IV.  Executive  Committee 
A.  Function.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  the  executive  body  of  the 
Association  and  as  such  it  shall  be  in 
charge  of  and  responsible  for  the  direc- 
tion and  management  of  its  affairs.

4.  Seek  to  strengthen  the  Associa- 
tion and  encourage  fellowship  and 
sociality  among  its  members.

In  the  following  listings,  we  have  attempted  to  record  the 
names  and  relationships  of  family  members  who  have 
over  the  years  graduated,  attended  or  in  some  way  served 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  Fathers,  sons,  daughters, 
brothers,  sisters,  uncles,  aunts,  cousins.  There  are  hundreds! 
So,  right  at  the  start  we  want  to  begin  with  an  apology.  We 
are  sorry  about  any  omissions;  they  are  certainly  uninten- 
tional. We  should  appreciate  hearing  from  you  the  names  of 
your  relatives  whom  we  may  have  overlooked  so  that  when 
at  some  point  in  the  future  we  repeat  this  listing  the  record 
will  be  more  accurate.  We  have  not  attempted  to  research  ex- 
tensively and  list  separate  uncles,  aunts,  cousins,  or  other 
relationships  through  marriage;  they  have  been  given  only 
when  immediately  known.  Otherwise,  we  would  have  been  at 
it  till  1987  and  published  a  1,000  page  volume. 

The  family  which  has  the  longest  continuous  affiliation 
with  Governor  Dummer  is  the  Withington  family  of 
Plymouth,  beginning  in  1831  and  spanning  150  years  to  the 
present.  The  Reverend  Leonard  Withington,  minister  of 
Oldtown  Church  in  Newbury  for  69  years,  served  as  a  trustee 
of  the  Academy  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
various  periods  from  1831  to  1852.  Nathan  Noyes 
Withington,  his  son,  attended  the  Academy  in  1845-1846. 
Nathan's  son,  David  Little  Withington,  attended  the 
Academy  from  1866  to  1870  and  served  as  a  trustee  from  1883 
to  1888.  Lothrop  Withington,  David's  son,  served  as  a  trustee 
from  1957  to  1965.  Three  sons  of  Lothrop  Withington  -  Paul, 
Dennett  and  Nathan  -  are  graduates  ('45,  '55,  '58)  and  two  of 
his  daughters  married  graduates,  Spencer  '39  and  Ben  '43 
Brewster  (they  are  brothers!).  Paul's  son,  Tucker,  graduated 


in  1971  and  Nathan's  daughter,  Heather  attended  the 
Academy  from  September  1980  to  June  1982.  Nathan  (best 
known  as  Nuff )  has  served  as  a  trustee  from  1972  to  the  pre- 
sent. Counting  all  relations  within  the  Withington  family 
(direct  and  by  marriage)  seventeen  people  (at  best  count)  have 
been  a  part  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy. 

Another  family  with  a  long  father /son  relationship  is  the 
Charles  W.  Morse  family  of  Newbury.  Their  three  sons  - 
Charles,  Jr.  '47,  Robert  '51  and  Donald  '57  -  attended  the 
Academy  as  did /are  their  respective  sons  -  Charles  III  '66, 
Peter  '80  and  Rick  '83. 

Of  the  well-known  Pearson  family  of  Byfield,  Benjamin 
Pearson  the  8th  graduated  in  1916,  Ben  the  9th  in  '44,  and  Ben 
the  10th  in  '72.  Ben  the  7th  had  been  a  trustee  at  the  turn  of 
the  Century. 

From  the  Leary  family  of  Newburyport  and  Seabrook,  NH, 
have  come  six,  beginning  with  father  John  '48  and  children 
Kathleen  '79,  Joanne  '81,  John  '82,  Michael  '84  and  Tim  '85. 

In  our  currrent  student  body,  the  greatest  number  of  sib- 
lings enrolled  are  the  Nesbit  brothers  of  Manchester,  MA  - 
Chris  '83,  John  '85  and  Tim  '86. 

We  hope  you  will  enjoy  scanning  the  listings  of  the  families 
of  Governor  Dummer  Academy.  In  some  cases,  individuals 
may  not  have  gone  through  to  graduation;  nevertheless,  we 
have  included  them  with  what  would  have  been  their  year  of 
graduation.

Dr.  Murray  Feingold 

In  our  highly  technological  society, 
medical  breakthroughs  are  being  made 
every  day,  from  research  toward  cures 
for  cancer  and  other  diseases,  to  the 
use  of  an  artifical  heart.  The  progress  is 
truly  miraculous.  Over  the  past  few 
years  even  television,  as  a  form  of  mass 
communication,  has  made  its  own 
breakthrough  in  the  field  of  medical 
broadcasting. 

"I  would  like  to  believe  that  as  a 
medical  communicator  I  (and 
others)  can  provide  the  motiva- 
tion people  often  need  to  take 
responsibility  for  medical  deci- 
sions in  their  lives." 

Gone  are  the  days  of  reporting  only 
news,  weather  and  sports.  Today,  in- 
cluded in  nationwide  network  pro- 
gramming are  TV  doctors,  often 
recruited  by  individual  stations,  to 
provide  a  variety  of  medical  advice 
and  discussion,  ranging  from  brief 
news  inserts  and  weekly  series,  to  live 
specials  and  documentaries. 

Here  in  Byfield,  along  with  millions 
of  other  Americans,  we  have  been  able 
to  tune  in  to  two  members  of  our  own 
community,  Dr.  Timothy  Johnson  and 


Dr.  Murray  Feingold,  both  fathers  of 
GDA  students,  who  are  hard  at  work 
as  TV  doctors. 

Although  in  recent  years  TV  stations 
have  taken  a  much  more  active  role  in 
providing  medical  programming 
beyond  shows  such  as  "Marcus 
Welby",  Doctors  Johnson  and  Feingold 
have  already  been  involved  in  medical 
commentary  for  over  ten  years. 

"I  have  received  support  and  en- 
couragement from  my  colleagues 
at  Harvard  and  elsewhere." 


Dr.  Feingold's  beginning  in  TV 
medicine  came  as  a  result  of  a  number 
of  regional  presentations  on  his  spec- 
ialty, research  in  genetics  and  birth 
defects.  'The  response  to  these  talks 
was  positive,  yet  I  was  frustrated  that  I 
couldn't  reach  a  larger  audience.  It  was 
at  this  time  that  I  was  approached 
about  the  idea  of  presenting  my  work 
on  television.  As  a  professor  and  active 
member  of  the  medical  profession,  I 
wondered  whether  such  a  move  would 
fit  into  my  professional  code  of  ethics. 
By  the  time  I  was  approached  again,  I 
had  the  proper  okays  from  Tufts  and 
the  hospital,  and  decided  to  give  it  a 
try.  I've  been  with  it  ever  since." 

Dr.  Feingold  is  well  known  as  the 
Medical  Editor  of  WBZ  Channel  4 
News  (Westinghouse  Broadcasting  and 
an  NBC  affilliate).  A  pediatrician,  he  is 
the  Director  of  the  Center  for  Genetic 
Counseling  and  Birth  Defect  Evalua- 
tion Service  (New  England  Medical 
Center  -  Boston  Floating  Hospital),  a 
Professor  of  Pediatrics  at  Tufts  Univer- 
sity School  of  Medicine,  well  known 
and  extensively  published  in  his  field. 

Dr.  Johnson  was  approached  about 
appearing  on  television  in  1972  while 
he  was  teaching  emergency  medicine  at 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  After 
going  through  nearly  the  same  accept- 
ance process  that  Dr.  Feingold  ex- 
plained, he  eventually  became  the  host 
of  Boston's  Channel  5  talk  show 
"House  Call."  Since  that  time,  Dr. 
Johnson  has  become  a  full-time 
medical  commentator,  and  perhaps 
one  of  America's  most  recognized 
television  doctors. 


Currently,  Dr.  Johnson  serves  as 
Vice  President  for  Health  Program- 
ming at  WCVB-TV,  (ABC)  Boston,  is 
the  Medical  Editor  for  "Good  Morning 
America"  (ABC-TV),  and  is  the  author 
of  a  daily,  nationally  syndicated 
newspaper  medical  and  health  column. 
He  also  maintains  staff  positions  at 
Harvard  Medical  School  and  Mass. 
General.  Reflecting  on  his  involvement 
in  TV  medicine,  Johnson  states,  "It  has 
really  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the 
people  at  Channel  5.  As  a  locally 
owned  station,  virtually  anything  I 
have  wanted  to  try,  they  have  been 
willing  to  support.  At  the  same  time,  I 
have  received  support  and  encourage- 
ment from  my  colleagues  at  Harvard 
and  elsewhere.  It's  nice  to  know  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  pressure  to  alter 
the  content  of  what  I  want  to  offer."

Both  doctors  feel  good  about  the 
response  from  their  viewers.  Dr. 
Feingold  expresses  the  point  that,  "I 
feel  best  when  I  realize  I  am  able  to 
provide  immediate  medical  help  to 
people.  It  is  my  goal  to  simply  inform 
people  about  some  fundamental  topics 
such  as  frostbite,  the  common  cold, 
and  sunburn,  to  name  a  few.  I  tend  to 
stay  away  from  controversial  topics, 
because  I  think  it's  the  down-to-earth 
subjects  that  are  most  helpful  to  the 
general  public. 

Dr.  Johnson  believes  that  through 
his  programs,  he  is  helping  people  to 
change  their  overall  health  behavior 
for  the  better.  "It's  hard  to  find  scien- 
tific evidence  as  to  whether  people  are 
actually  taking  my  advice,"  he  says. 
"What  we  do  know,  however,  is  that 
typically  our  advice  prompts  people  to 
go  to  their  own  doctor  or  clinic  to  pur- 
sue whatever  issue  is  troubling  them. 
There  is  no  question  that  you  can  reach 
more  people  initially  on  TV  compared 
with  one-on-one." 

Considering  the  oftentimes  confus- 
ing volume  of  health  care  information 
with  which  we  are  presented,  both  men 
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Dr.  Timothy  Johnson 

are  comfortable  that  they  are  able  to 
present  advice  to  viewers  in  a  non- 
threatening  way.  "People  look  upon  a 
TV  doctor  as  someone  who's  close," 
says  Dr.  Feingold.  "In  many  cases, 
people  are  uncomfortable  approaching 
their  own  doctors  with  problems, 
because  they're  afraid  of  what  they 
might  discover.  This  doesn't  mean  we 
take  the  place  of  their  doctors, 
however.  It  simply  gives  them  a  place 
to  start.  I'm  even  told  by  my  colleagues 
that  when  a  patient  comes  in  with  ad- 
vice from  one  of  our  shows,  it 
sometimes  relieves  the  initial  pressure 
on  the  doctor,  as  we  have  provided  a 
sound  information  base.  It  makes  their 
life  easier." 

"What  we  do  know,  however,  is 
that  typically  our  advice  prompts 
people  to  go  to  their  own  doctor 
or  clinic  to  pursue  whatever 
issue  is  troubling  them." 

Dr.  Johnson  specifically  likes  to  refer 
to  his  overall  role  as  that  of  a 
translator.  He  feels  he  has  the  ability  to 
begin  to  bridge  the  communication  gap 
that  often  occurs  between  the  medical 
profession  and  the  public  in  providing 


understandable  health  care  informa- 
tion. "I  would  like  to  believe  that  as  a 
medical  communicator  I  (and  others) 
can  provide  the  motivation  people 
often  need  to  take  responsibility  for 
medical  decisions  in  their  lives,  as  well 
as  providing  the  information  that  is 
useful  in  accompanying  these 
decisions."

Johnson  has  been  an  active  and  en- 
thusiastic member  of  the  GDA  Parents 
Committee  as  well  as  working  on 
behalf  of  the  Parents  Fund. 

The  Governor  Dummer  community 
is  fortunate  and  proud  to  have  these 
men  as  dedicated  members  of  our 
parent  body.  The  next  time  any  who 
have  read  this  article  tune  in  to  Dr. 
Johnson  on  "Health  Beat"  or  "Good 
Morning  America,"  or  Dr.  Feingold  on 
Channel  4  News,  they  may  have  a 
greater  appreciation  for  the  nature  and 
impact  of  the  work  of  these  men,  both 
on  and  off  camera. 


For  Drs.  Feingold  and  Johnson,  the 
future  of  medical  broadcasting  will,  no 
doubt,  expand  even  further.  While 
each  remains  true  to  his  own  style  and 
professional  commitment,  they  are 
quick  to  support  one  another,  as  they 
both  believe  they  are  ultimately  work- 
ing to  achieve  similar  goals.  Not  only 
do  they  support  each  other  profes- 
sionally, they  are  neighbors  and  so- 
cially their  families  are  close  friends. 
"We  have  even  sent  our  kids  to  the 
same  schools  -  GDA  and  Brookwood," 
remarked  Dr.  Feingold. 

Their  relationship  to  GDA  in  par- 
ticular has  been  a  strong  one.  Father  of 
Justin  '86  and  Rachael  '84,  Dr.  Feingold 
is  often  seen  on  campus  keeping  up 
with  their  activities.  Dr.  Johnson  is 
also  frequently  on  campus  to  cheer  on 
son  Nolden  '85  in  his  numerous  athletic 
contests.

Director  Larry  Tretler  decided  not  to 
take  the  easy  way  when  he  chose 
Moliere's  Tartuffe,  the  17th  Century 
French  classic,  for  the  fall  production 
of  the  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
Players.  The  play  is  extremely  difficult: 
the  motivation  of  some  key  characters

is  unclear,  the  exposition  long,  the 
humor  subtle  with  few  easy  laughs,  the 
subject  near  tragic,  and  all  in  verse! 

The  production  proved  Dr.  Tretler 's 
faith  in  his  actors  and  technical  crew 
was  not  misplaced.  Rochelle  Smith  '84, 


assistant  director,  was  truly  amazing  in 
the  amount  of  time  and  energy  she  put 
into  the  production.  One  of  the  most 
distinguishing  factors  of  Tartuffe, 
other  than  being  GDA's  first  classical 
theatre,  was  the  most  impressive  and 
visually  striking  set,  designed  by 
English  teacher  Al  Finn.  The  actors 
were  elegantly  costumed;  the  men  even 
wore  their  elaborate  long  wigs  as  if 
they  were  perfectly  at  home  in  the  17th 
century  environment.  The  sense  of 
style,  period  and  character  never 
deserted  them. 

This  year's  English  exchange  student 
David  Kinder  '83  as  Tartuffe  made  the 
most  of  his  famous  entrance.  After 
hearing  about  the  character  for  twenty 
minutes,  the  audience,  not  knowing 
quite  what  to  expect,  is  presented, 
however,  with  a  delightful  mix  of  pious 
posturing  and  innocent  looks.  Kinder 
is  an  exceptionally  talented  young 
actor  with  fine  timing  and  almost 
dancelike  movements. 

Adam  Hirshfield  '83  as  Orgon 
performed  what  is  probably  the  most 
difficult  role  of  the  play.  Orgon's  lack 
of  moderation  and  near  hysterical 
behavior  was  marvelously  expressed 
by  Hirshfield.  He  was  ably  supported 
by  a  very  strong  cast.  Each  member 
developed  a  strongly  individualized 
characterization,  but  always  subor- 
dinated it  to  the  cause  of  ensemble 
playing.  Special  delights  were,  among 
others,  Elea  Kemler  '83  as  Elmire  and  J. 
Elizabeth  Martin  '83  who,  as  Orgon's

mother,  left  us  with  no  doubts  as  to 
where  her  son's  stubbornness  came 
from.

Under  his  direction  an  amateur 
cast  rose  to  the  occasion  and  treated 
the  audience  to  an  impressive  produc- 
tion of  one  of  the  great  plays  of  French 
literature.

The  Governor  Dummer  Cross  Coun- 
try teams  enjoyed  a  very  successful 
season  this  fall. 

Fielding  a  team  for  the  first  time  in 
three  years,  the  womens'  varsity, 
coached  by  Debbie  Farmer,  ran  to  a  5-4 
season,  placed  fourth  out  of  six  in  the 
ISL  and  fifth  out  of  six  teams  in  the 
New  Englands.  Except  for  sophomore 
Esmee  Huggard,  a  3:45  marathoner, 
none  of  the  other  four  girls  had  ever 
run  competitively  before  this  fall. 
Esmee  was  2nd  in  the  Milton  Invita- 
tional, won  almost  every  race  she  ran 
in,  took  second  in  the  ISL  Champion- 
ship in  a  school  record  19:55,  and  won 
the  New  Englands  by  a  minute  over  the 
#2  runner.  A  small,  but  courageous 
team  -  these  five! 

The  men's  varsity  matched  last 
year's  team,  posting  a  7-3  record,  los- 
ing only  to  Belmont  Hill,  Thayer  and 
St.  Paul's  (Class  A).
